H E Catechiſm truly teaches all Chriſtians, that 

they are not able of themſelves to do thoſe things 

they have vow'd in their Baptiſm to do, name- 
ly, To walk in the Commandments of God, and to ſerve 
him without his ſpecial Grace, or favourable Aſſiſtance, 
and this they are to learn at all times to call upon God 
for, by diligent Prayer. 

How good and ſesſonable this Advice is, you will all 
ſee, if you conſider what helpleſs and needy Creatures 
the very beſt of Men are. Alas! our weakneſs is ve- 
ry great, our Wants are very many, our Dependance 
on God for all things, all our lives long, is entire, and 
abſolute, and neceſſary, and there is no way in the 
World to gain Help and Supplies from God, but by 
Prayer, ſo that it is as eaſie, and as poſſible to preſerve 
a natural Life without daily Bread, as a Chriſtian Life 
without daily Prayer. 

It was for this reaſon, that our Saviour himſelf rook 
particular Care, to teach his Diſciples to pray, | Luke 11.1.] 
and it is for the ſame reaſon, and in imitation of our 
Heavenly Maſter, that I have joyn'd theſe Directions 
for Prayer to the Catechiſm. 

Sure I am, the Zeal I ought to have for your Salva- 
tion, can ſuggeſt to me nothing more conducing to the 
good of your Souls, than to exhort and beteech you 
all, of either Sex, to learn how ro Pray. 

This is the firſt general Requeſt I ſhall make to you, 


and I am the more —_ 7 my own ſad Ex-

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rience has taught me, how ſtrangely ignorant common 
People uſually are of this Duty ; inſomuch, that ſome 
never Pray at all, pretending they were never taught, 
or that their Memories are bad, or that they are not 
Book-learn'd, or that they want Money to buy a Book; 
and by this means they live and die rather like Beaſts 
than Men ; nay, their condition is much worſe than 
that of Beaſts, for the Miſery of a Beaſt doth end at 
Death, but the Miſery of a wicked Man does then be. 
gin and will endure to all Eternity. 

To prevent then as much as lies in me, the Damns. 
tion of thoſe Souls which God has committed to my 
Care, and to cure that lamentable Ignorance and For. 
getfulneſs of God, which is the cauſe of the Damna« 
tion of ſo very many, I do not only inceſſantly pray 
for you my ſelf, but I beg of you all to pray for your 
ſelves, and I beſcech you to read the following Inſtru- 
ctions; or if you cannot read your ſelves, to ger ſome 
honeſt charitable Neighbours ro read them often to 
you, that you may remember them, and God of his 
great Mercy reward the Charity of ſuch Neighbours. 

If any of you, either by your own Negligence, or by 
the negligence of your Parents, or for want of Cate. 
chiſing in your Pariſh, are wholly ignorant of your Du- 
ty ; though it be a moſt ſhameful and dangerous thing, 
for one who calls himſelf a Chriſtian, to know nothing 
of Chriſt or Chriſtianity, yet if you are willing to 
learn, and beg Pardon of God for your wilful Igno- 
rance hitherto, and will ſincerely do your endeavour to 
get Saving Knowledge, and heartily pray to God to 
aſſiſt you, you ſhall find, that the very entrance of Gods 
word givcth light, that it giveth underſtanding unto the 
firple. Pſal. 119. 130. 

I muſt warn you before-hand, that corrupt Nature 
will be very buſie in hindring the learning of your Du- 
ty, and thoughts will ariſe in your Mind that the task 
will be too hard and too tedious for you to undertake; 
bur I faithfully promyſe you, to impoſe no hard or tedi- 
ous Task on you, but ſuch as you your ſelves thall con- 
feſs, to be very complying with your Infirmities; for 
our moſt compaſſionate Saviour teaches me to ſay no 
more to you, than you can = Johan 16. 11.

All I ſhall exhort you to, is to learn your Catechiſm, 
which you may do by degrees: If you learn but a line 
or two in a Day, you will, by God's bleſſing, in a very 
ſuort time, learn it all over, and you will rejoyce, and 
2 God, fot the ſudden and happy Progteſs you have 
made. 

God forbid you ſhould ever think your ſelves too old 
to learn to ſerve God, and to be ſaved, both which are 
taught in the Catechiſm, and therefore the Catechiſm is 
of neceſſity to be learned: For how can you go to Hea- 
ven, if you never learn'd the way thither ? How can 
you be ſav'd, if you do not know your Saviour? 

'Tis a great Error, to think that the Catechiſm was 
made for Childrenonly, for all Chriſtians are equally 
concern'd in thoſe ſaving Truths which are there taught; 
and the Doctrine delivered in the Catechiſm, is as pro- 
per for the Study, and as neceſſary for the Salvation of a 
great Doctor, as of a weak Chriſtian, or a young Child. 

But you will be the more encouraged to learn your 
Carethiſm, when you ſee how excellent a help it will 
be to Prayer, for it will at the ſame time further your 
Knowledge, and your Devotion both togerher ; and the 
Prayers I intend to commend to you, are chiefly the ve- 
iy Anſwers in the Catechiſm, which being daily ro- 
peated, will be the better fix'd in your Memory, and 
you cannot imagine any advice for Prayer can be more 
Eaſie and Familiar, than thati which directs you to turn 
your very Catechiſm into Prayers. 

* You are by this time I hope fatisfied, that the Duty 
to which I exhort you, is no hard Task; and yer Iwill 
endeavour, by Gods aſſiſtance, to make it more Ealie, 
by putting you into an eaſie Method ro attain it. 

If you are wholly ignorant of your Catechiſm, let it 
be your firſt care to learn ſuch Ejaculations, ſuch ſhorc 
Prayers as theſe, and ſay them often, and heartily.

Such ſhoit Prayers as theſe, you may eaſily get by 
heart, and the Method in which I adviſe you to proceed, 
is, that in which Children are commonly taught, in re- 
gard I am now to look on you as a Child: For there 
are two ſorts of Children; there are Children in age, 
and Children in underſtanding, (1 Cor. 14, 20.) and in thi; 
latter reſpe& your are Children, and the ſame Method 
for the moſt part is proper for you, which 1s proper for 
thoſe that are Children 1n Age. 

I muſt therefore feed you with Milk, before you can 
be capable of ſtrong Meat, (Heb. 5. 13) and I muſt look 
on you as Lambs of my Flock, which I am to uſe tender. 
ly, and theſe following Directions which I give to Pa. 
rents, for therraining up their Children in Piety, I do 
equally deſign {or the training up of you. God of his 
infinite Goodneſi, bleſs them to you both. 

I exhcrrt all you who are Parents, to inſtil good things 
into your Children as ſoon as ever they begin to ſpeak ; 
let the firſt words they utter, if it be poſſible, be theſe, 
Glory be to God: Accuſtom them to repeat theſe wordson 
their knees, as ſoon as they riſe, and when they go to 
bed, and oftimes in the day, and let them not eat or 
drink, without ſaying, Glory be to God. 

As their ſpeech grows more plain and eaſie to them, 
teach them, whoMade,andRedeemed andSanGified them, 
and for what end, namely to gloriſie and to love God ; 
and withal, teach them ſome of the ſhorteſt Ejacula- 
tions you can, ſuch as thele ;

Within alittle time you may teach them the Lords Prayer

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on their knees, with ſome one or more of the fore- 
going Ejaculations z and by degrees as they grow up, 
they will learn the Creed, and the whole Catechiſm. 

Be ſure to teach your Children with all the Sweet- 
neſs and Gentleneſs you can, leſt if you ſhould be ſe- 
vere, or ſhould over-task them, Religion ſhould ſeem 
to them rather a Burden than a Bleſſing. 

As their Knowledge encreaſes, ſo let their Prayers 
encreaſe alſo, and teach them as they go, to turn their 
Catechiſm into Prayers, after the manner which I ſhall 
ſhew you, and toconfirm and improve their Knowledge, 
bring them duly to the Church to be Catechiſed by the 
Pariſh Prieſt, that by his familiar and devout Explica- 
tions of the Qktechitm, they may learn to underſtand 
it, and may be capabl- of reading the Expoſition on 
it, and other Books of Piety. 

Take conſcientious Care to ſeaſon your Children as 
early as you can, withthe love of God, which is the firſt, 
and great Commandment, | Matt. 22. 38.] and with the 
fear of God, which is the beginning of Miſdom, Pal. 111.10.] 
for the awful love, and the filial fear of God, muſt al- 
ways go together. 

The ſame method you obſerve in teaching your Chil- 
dren, the ſame you may obſerve in teaching your Ser- 
vants, according as you ſee they want teaching, and 
you your ſelves will reap the benefit of it, as well as 
your Servants; for the more devour Servants they are 
of God, the more faithful Servants will they be to, you. 

Remember, you muſt teach both your Children 
and Servants by your Example, as well as by your In- 
ſtruction, for they learn beſt by Example; and if they 
ſee you give an Example of Fraud or Lying, of Re- 
venge or Calumny, of Uncleanneſsor Drunkenneſs, of 
Curſing and Swearing, and Irreligion ; inſtead of teach- 
ing them to obey God, you teach them to provoke him ; 
inſtead of teaching them to honour God, you teach them 
to blaſpheme him; inſtead of leading them the way to 
Heaven, you lead them the way to,Hell; and you will 
encreaſe your own Damnation, by furthering theirs, 
which God forbid you ſhould ever ds. 

Now that you may the better give a good Example 
to your Family, I will by longs help give you a method 
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of daily Devotion, taken for the moſt part out of the 
Catechiſm, which will be ſuitable to all Chriſtians, be 
they never ſo well inſtructed, and which you may 
by little and little teach your Children; and whit 
thoſe who have been bred up in ignorance, and are 
Children in underſtanding, and are yet willing to be 
taught, may learn to ſay alſo, as the capacities of either 
do increaſe; for a Chriſtian muſt never ſtand ata 
ſtay, but mult be always growing in Grace, and in the 
INT Wat of our Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 2 Pet. 
18.

Do not think that this Practice of Prayer will be 
too hard, or too long for young Perſons, or for 
labouring people; for it you cannot ſay them all, ſay 
as much as you can ; or if you are at Day Labour, 
or have not time or convenience to ſay them, offer up 
to God two or three hearty Ejaculations in their 
place: but if you can get time and convenience, ſay 
them all, and I dare aſſure you, that all the three 
Forms of Prayer which I commend to you, will not 
in all take up a quarter of an hour ; and certainly 
that Perſon has very little ſenſe of his Duty, very litile 
concern for his immortal Soul, very little Honour for 
God, or value for Heaven, who will not ſpend one 
quarter of an hour in the ſpace of four and twenty 
hours in the Service ©. God, and the Salvation of 
bis own Soul, 

do by all means exhort you to give your Servants 
a few Minutes leiſure at Noon, to pray after your 
Example, and to uſe your Children to do the ſame, 
tor they will ſoon be able to ſay the Lords Prayer, 
and two or three Ejaculations, and teach them to ſay 
theſe ar Noon, as well as at Morning and at Night, 
and cis incredible to think how much good this Pra- 
ice will do them, and what great comfort you your 
ſelves will reap from the early Devation of your 
Children, 

To further this Devotion in your Children, in- 
ſtead of idle Tales and Songs, which pollute their 
Fouls, and when they come to be ſerious, will coft 
them prear pains to unlearn : You muſt teach them 
hore Pſalms by heart, which will exerciſe their Me- 
mories and Piety both together; as you reach the 
Palms to your Children, I exhort you to learn them 
your (elves.

You cannot imagine the great benefit of Jearning 
Pſalms by heart; for when you are under any Tem- 
ptation, or are in any affliction, or when you lye 
waking in the Night, or when you are Sick, thelc 
Pſalms will come into your mind, and the Devourre. 
peating them will yield you moſt ſeaſonable Conſola. 
tions. 

The very Common People, in the firſt and puteſt 
Ages of the Church, were fo ſenſible of the Spiri. 
wal advantages of learning Pſalms, that they learned 
the whole Pſalter by hearr, and ſang or ſaid the 
Pſalms in their Shops, and at the Plow, inſomuch 
that Sr. James makes it the proper expreſſion of Chri. 
ſtian mirth, (James 5. 13.) If any be merry, let bin 
fins Pſalms, 

This is the way to ſtore your own and vour Chil. 
drens minds with Ejaculations, as ſhort Prayers for 
all Occaſions, which I adviſe both Old and Yourg 
to accuſtom themſelves to, becauſe, it is the true way
